A table on which to lay his
scroll, a candlestck to give him light
at night by which to read, a stool on
which te- sit, and a bed fn which to
sleep was all that Elleha cared for.
His tastes were simple, and in that
little room on the wall of the Shupam-
mite’'s house, with its homely fur-
nishings, he was perfectly contented
and perfectly alt home. He was com-
fortable, he was happy.

Who are the people today who
spend money most lavishly on lux-
urles. Who are the people who must
be continually on the go, flitting about
the world’s centers of luxury, and ex-
travagance, finery and hollow amuse-
ments, madly in search of content-
ment? Aren't they the people of much
wealth,
with little or none of the scholarly,
and little of hard, common sense
about them?

Think of the Godllest man or wo-
man you know; think of the best edu-
cated man or woman you know; think
of the most sensible man or woman
vou know in the community. As &
rule, Is he or sbe along the line of
Elisha—simple .o his or her tastes,
easlly satizfied in the mauter of bodily
luxuries, one who could be set down
in ‘the midst of a bare little room,
like Elishe’s, and be contented? Or
is he or she given to criminal extrava-
gance, “loud" In their tastes, human
“hogs" in the matter of » soft place
in which to wallow, the 'costliest
foods, the most expensive of things
to drink, and the highest priced of
other transitory baubles of life?

To our way of thinking, the badge
of "an holy man of God,” of the
scholar, of the man of real refine-
ment end of the man of common
sense, Is the man who is slmple in
his tastes, as Elisha was simple in
his, the man who could be placed in
the surroundings In which Elisha
found himself at the Shunammite’s
house, and he contented, at home,
happy or whatever else you might
wish to call {t.
